The Internal Revenue Service (IRS) bas chosen to auditthe 
University of Nebraska system. 

“Lasked them if there was anything that went wrong in the 
past thattriggercd this audit,’ saidJames Van Horn, NUinterim 
vice president for business and finance. “They said that it 
wasn’t any event from the past.” 

ThoIRS told Van Horn it was looking forthemostefficient 
university in this district to audit. Nebraska is included in a 
district with Iowa and Minnesota, Because tho IRS agent in 
charge ofthc auditis in Omaha, the NU system was chosen to 
be audited by the Exempt Organizations Division of the IRS. 

“They thought that Nebraska would be the most efficient 
one for them to audit in this region,” Van Horn said, 

Van Eforn said the last audit done on the NU system was 
apayroll tax audit six or eight years ago. 

“This audit is much more comprehensive than that and 
covers a lot more things,” he sald. 

Van Hom said the current audit began in November and 
continued through December and most of January. He said 
the four or five agents working on the audit have been 
working with central administration. They plan to spend a 
room atUNL, the Med Center and then at UNO, possibly in 

The agents, Van Horn said, review accounting records, 
computer data and files on financial information from varie 
ous areas, 

“This audit covers roughly fiveareas,” Van tom said, 

Tho first arca, he said, isemploymenttaxes, like income tax 
and social security. 

Thesecondareais called Unrelated Business Income Taxes, 

“Thosearoarcasin which theuniversity is involvedintaking

Preliminary budgets 
1 for AMS, ISS

The Student Activities Budget Committee (SABC) 
Thursday debated proposed budgets for the 1993-04 fiscal 
year. 

Preliminary funds were determined for the American 
Multicultural Students Agency (AMS) and the Interna- 
tional Seudent Services (ISS), ps a budget request from 
AMS getting cut by more than $3,00 

AMS had requested $13, 445. 49, but received a 
$10,365 49 preliminary figure. ISS requested $8,850and was 
allocated $7,200. 

“For the mest part, AMS was the big debate of the 
day,” said Dave Kehr, chairman of SABC. “At times, the 
discussion got off line but nothing got out of control.” 

As a new director of AMS, Annette Crowder proposed 
higher figures than last year’s director. The committee 
questioned the difference and asked for justification. 

“Basically, I have a problem comparing next year to 
the previous year. The vision was different in the past,” 
Crowder said, 

“In my opinion, it was unjust to make a $3,000 budget 
cut because I did not pad the figures. It was a rcalistic 
expectation of what will be needed for next year,” she 
said, 

Pees for their newsletter, rentals, contractual services, 
books, subscriptions and lodging expenses wereincluded 
in proposed AMS expenses which were compromised, 

Kehr explained the committee based its decisions on’ 
past track records and partially on actual presentation. 

“The agency needs structure and organization and that 
requires funding forstudents ofcolorto benefit,” Crowder 
said. |

offensive opderisive name.” The Witicss appealed his convic- 
tion all the way tothe U.S. Supreme Court, acase which is now 
knownasChaplinsky vs. New Hampshire. The Court, however, 
unanimously upheld the conviction, remarking that the state of 
New Hampshire could ban “words likely to cause an average 
addressee to fight... face-to-face words plainly likely to cause a 
breach of the peace by the addressee, words whose speaking 
constitute a breach of the peace by the speaker.” 

‘Thus “fighting words” were held to lie outside First Amend- 
ment protections along with libelous and profane expression. 


onof “fighting words": 
speech may no longer justbe offensive, but must be given in the 
context of face-to-face insults intended to provoke hostile re- 
sponse. But is this definition too narrow? 

The politically-corect crowds scem tn think so, Last week, 
Marge Schott, ewner of the Cincinnati Reds baseball team, 
receiveda one-year suspension and $25,000 fine for using racial 
slurs.

One of the first questions Couricr responded to was whether 
his tennis play could possibly get any better. 

“T Wink that I’m playing very well, but thero’s always arcas 
to improve,” Courier answered. “You can always play better. 
‘There's that perfect match out there where you don’t make any 
mistakes, and that’s what I strive for, 

“[’ve done well the last two ycars (in the U.S. Open), though 
Thaven"t won it. Pve been tired those two years, overplaying in 
thesummer, particularly withthe Olympics last year. Ittookalot 
out of me going over to Barcelona, so hopefully this year I'm 
going tobe able to getsomentcerestin the summerand buildup 
foritasI should, sol'm fresh, bothmy body and my mind, going 
in. It’s very difficult to play over the course of two weeks if 
you're tired going in.” 

Before the US. Open, though, there's Wimbledon, the other 
event he’s failed to win. 

“This year, hopefully Pll play better, With Andre (Agassi) 
winning, it showed that you don’t have to come to the net on 
everything, you can stay back, Itdepends on whom I'm playing 
incach match, of course, but I think you'll scome playing more 
my style of game, and saying, ‘Well, beatmeatmy best,’ rather 
than tying to adjust.” 

Theexperienceofplaying inthe Olympics, Couriersaid, was 

remarkable, “The mastexciting thing I’ve cver done was walk- 
ing out in the opening ceremonies with all of the athictes in the 
US. and from every country. It was an incredible experience. 
Pm happy to bave done itand hope to get achance to do again 
in Atlanta.” 

When asked about Courier, Chang said, “Ho knows what it 
takes to be number one, the hard work and dedication of doing 
that, andhe’simprovedhis game. Ithink that’sallticd intobeing 
agreat player. Andbeing able to firstofall wina GrandStamand 
then como back the following year and todefendthatchampion- 
ship is something very special. I know that it’s a very difGecult 
thing todo, and notonly has be done itin the French, but be has 
also done it in the Australian.” 

Courier has won the French and Austrailian opens twice. 

Then, with a definite smite, Chang added, “Hopefully, be 
won't get any better.” 

Chang said he is working on improving his game.

It’s becoming moreand 
more difficult to stay in the back court and expect to hit passing 
shots all day long. I have to work on coming in a litle bit more 
to the net, hitting good serves, good volleys, mixing it up. 
Basically playing an unpredictable type of style,” Chang said. 

Besides playing in the Grand Slamevents, Chang, a3 well as 
Courier, has also played for the U.S. in the Davis Cup. 

“It’s unique and special, because it provides a different type 
of pressure. You don’t just play for yourself, you play for your 
country. There ase players in the world who don't do as well in 
some of the smaller tournaments or even the Grand Stams, but 
when they come play in the Davis Cup, it brings out something 
specialin them. They raise their game atalevel which they don’t 
see throughout the whole ycar. The Davis Cup for me is very 
exciting.”
